weather. The last 12 months 
has seen horrific heat waves 
in America’s heartland, a 
record number of tornadoes 
and so many hurricanes we 
nearly ran out of names. 
Then, winter showed up and 
almost never left the North- 
east. 

New York city residents 
will always remember the 
winter of ‘95-96. They 
endured twenty storms that 
produced over 100 inches of 
snow-an all-time record. 
Boston, Newark and several 
other cities also set snow 
records. 

Someone else who won't 
forget this past winter are 
the people at the Old 
Farmer's Almanac. Last fall, 
the Almanac predicated a 
warmer than normal winter 
with “below normal snow- 
fall” in thé Northeast. 
OOPS! 

Take it from me, some- 
times the weather is unpre- 
dictable. For example, it's a 
given fact that summers are 
hot. Yet, the heat wave that 
struck Chicago last July was 
unlike any the city had ever 
experienced.

By comparison, another 
Windy City disaster, the 
Great Chicago Fire of 1871, 
killed 250 people: 

Dozens of people die each 
year because of tornadoes. 
The United States is the tor- 
nado capital of the world, 
with ап annual average of 
1,200 twisters. May is tradi- 
tionally the busiest month. 
May of 1995 was unimagin- 
able. 

"The total of 391 twisters- 
that’s more than 12 per day- 
surpassed the previous May 
record, set in 1991, by 68,” 
said Fred Ostby, chief of 
NOAA's Prediction Center in 
Kansas City, Missouri. 

Ostby's statistics are 
incredible: Texas had 68 tor- 
nadoes, 49 formed in 
Kansas-all during the month 
of May. On one day alone 86 
twisters rumbled from 
Louisiana to Ohio. 

“Incredible” is one word to 
describe the 1995 Atlantic 
hurricane season. You could 
also use "unbelievable" or 
"extraordinary". 

Nineteen tropical storms 
formed last year with eleven 
maturing into hurricanes- 
the busiest season in 62 
years. "The 11 hurricanes 
were only one shy of the 
record set in 1969," said hur-

Ocean. That has never hap- 
pened before. 

Five of last year's 11 hurri- 
canes had'sustained'winds-of 
110 mph making then so- 
called “major hurricanes”. 
That has never happened 
before. 

Many people say the rea- 
son for this wacky weather 
is the greenhouse effect-the 
earth is heating up. 1995 
was the warmest year on 
record, wasn’t it? 

Maybe not. Surface ther- 


- mometers indicate that the 


earth is running a bit of a 
féver but observations from 
global satellites disagree. 
The satellite report that 
1995's temperatures were 
pretty close to normal. In 
fact, the satellite observa- 
tions show no significant 
trend towards global warm- 
ing. 

So if we can't blame this 
weird weather on global 
warming or the El Nino or 
some other cosmic connec- 
tion, then what caused that 
deadly heat wave, the glut of 
tornadoes and the surplus of 
tropical systems? It’s anoth- 
er trick question with a 
deceptive answer. 

The weather of the past 12 
months was deadly and 
amazing and, believe it or 
not, fairly normal. Extremes 
in our climate are common. 
So when it comes to the 
weather, there’s actually no 
such thing as normal.

As a society, we Americans 
seem to truly enjoy feeling 
guilty. Many of us live in a 
daily world of “if onlys". The 
"if only" game is often played 
when a death occurs. We feel 
the need to feel guilty. If 
there is no guilt, we often cre- 
ate it. “If only" is played 
when we begin to list all of 
the things we should have 
done..."if onlysk Hid been 
there", "if only &h&d called 
earlier", “if only I had been 
nicer", etc. You get the gener- 
al idea, don't you? The “if 
only’ is always aimed at US. 
The game is designed to make 
us feel a weight of guilt to go 
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The. 


along with the weight of grief. 
I once knew a competent, 
socially active, intelligent and 
perfectly sane woman whose 
mother had lived for several 
years in a nursing home. The 
nursing home was near the 
daughter’s home and she vis- 
ited every day, without fail. 
mother 
slipped into a coma, but the 
daughter continued to make 
her daily visits. One Christ- 
mas morning she was busy 
with opening presents, enter- 
taining family, preparing 
Christmas dinner, and getting 
ready to entertain out-of-town 
guests. Time slipped away 
from het, and she missed the 
visit. Her mother died that 
day. % 

When this woman ‘finally 
told her story, she wept as if 
the event had happened yes- 
terday. Her mother had been 
dead 10 years, but the guilt 
remained fresh and active. 
Had the lady visited her 
mother that morning, she 
would not have noticed any 
change in her condition, nor 
would she have been able to 
do anything to prevent her 
death. Unfortunately for her, 
the guilt trap was put into 
motion. This was not the first 
time that the daughter had 
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Obstetrics and Gynecology 
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felt guilty about some part of 
her relationship with her 
mother. Guilt is rarély ever 
logical. The best traps are the 
most illogical ones. Not, all of 
the trap came from the moth- 
er. À great deal of it came 
from turning her anger 
inward to focus on herself. 
Guilt is never constructive. 
Ten years of guilt created 
nothing except misery. No one 
was helped. Nothing was 
changed. No one was better 
off. No one can lay guilt on us 
quite like our parents. No 
guilt is longer lasting or more 
devastating than the guilt we 


| feel from them. If guilt is not 


dealt with effectively, and 
conquered, it will manage to 
tegt itsugiy head frequently 
our lifetimes. 

»The.important thing to 
remember is that no one can 
lay guilt on us without our 
permission. It takes two to 
create a guilt trip...one who 
wants to give it and one who 
is willing to receive it. The 
people who use guilt to get 
their way, to get attention, or 
to create misery seem to 
become addicted to the use of 
it. As long as it works, they 
will continue to use it. If it no 
longer works for them, then 
they will devise other meth- 
ods to achieve their goal like 
anger, martyrdom and 
depression. If none of those 
methods work, they're forced 
to give it up and adjust. The 
only way the guilt trap can be 
sprung is for it to quit work- 
ing. Remember, you alone can 
make it stop.

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Florida's "Bad for Business" 
law is bad for workers too

Are we really a nation of laws, or should we be 
ruled at the whim of those who happen to be in 
power at a given moment? Are only politically 
correct businesses entitled to "equal protection 
of the law" and to "due process?" 

How many jobs will be lost by Florida workers 
as businesses become aware of the ramifications 
of the state's Medicaid Third-party Liability 


"These are just а few ofthe questions that 


should be addressed in the debate now raging 
within the legislature about whether to retain 
Florida's third-party liability law - a law 
described in the St. Petersburg Times as "dis- 
honest, convoluted, and probably unconstitu- 
tional.” Outwardly aimed only at the tobacco 
industry (which has replaced real estate devel- 
opers as everyone's favorite whipping boy), this 
law makes it easy for Florida government.to sue 
any business whose product can statistically be 
shown to contribute to a person's health costs 
where such costs are eventually paid through 
Florida's Medicaid programs. 

Could this law really "only" be used against 
tobacco companies? Not likely. That's because 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. Constitution 
provides for the "equal protection of the law," a 
rule that, in effect, prohibits applying a given 
law to a specific person or industry simply 
because those іп power wish to do so. Indeed, 
once this matter gets before the courts - and 
suits have already been filed - those provisions 
of the U.S. Constitution that mandate "due pro- 
cesa" and "equal protection of the law" will very 
likely force the state of Florida either to aban- 
don its discriminatory attack on the tobacco 


_ industry (by which time, of course, Florida tax- 


payers will have already incurred a huge legal 
bill), or to bring suit against all businesses 
whose products can statistically be shown to 


us a letter.

And last, even Florida 
businesses that don't cut jobs or leave the state 
will, at the very least, pass along their liability 
costs to their customers. That means higher 
prices for everyone.
